The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

Claims 7, 9-11, 14-15, 17-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
Anticipated by Frohbieter (4,722,200). Frohbieter discloses a refrigerator 10 
comprising a freezing chamber 16 and cooling chambers 14, each of the freezing and 
cooling chambers configured to provide at least one space for receiving an article; an 
evaporator 28; a cooling air transmitter that transmits cooling air that has been heat- 
exchanged with the evaporator 28 towards of the freezing chamber 16 and cooling 
chamber 14, the transmitter comprising a blower fan 32; a partition 26 provided between 
the freezing chamber 16 and cooling chamber 14 by the partition walls formed by a 
plenum chamber 30 partition being configured to define a predetermined space therein 
and to provide a cooling air outlets through cross over passage 38 and ant an opening 
at the top end 36 of the cooling chamber 14 and freezing chamber 16, the evaporator 
28 and the blower fan 32 being positioned within the predetermined space provided 
within the partition, the predetermined space defining a cooling air passage 30; the 
evaporator 28, the blower fan 32, and the cooling air outlet outlets at 36 and 38, from 
the predetermined space 30 to the freezing chamber 16 and cooling chamber 14 being 
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arranged in the predetermined space 30; a damper/baffle 44 is disposed in the partition 
26 at the cooling air outlet 38. See Fig. 2 and column 2, line 26 to column 4 line 65. 



Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/07/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
fully persuasive. However, on the basis of finding a new prior art disclosing the invention 
in detail with clear picture, the previous rejection has been with drawn and the present 
rejection has been effected.
